The boy was picked up while semi-con- 


scious at Easton and Compton avenues by | 
Harry Mody, colored, of 3204 Easton ave- | 
nue, and carried temporarily to Pauley’s | 
drug store, where he was treated by Dr. | 
Pritchett. Afterward he was taken home. 

Just what happened to Tommy no one 
knows. No person can be found who saw 
the accident, while the boy himself says he 
does not know what hurt him. When found 
by Mody he was lying in the street, two or 
three feet south of the tracks, covered with 
dust as though he had been rolled over 
and over. He had no marks or cuts on him. 

The boy’s father, Mr. R. B. Grace, said 
that Tommy and his sister went to the 
grocery. store on Sheridan, near Easton, 
tor bread. The girl returned home to ask 
her mother what kind of bread she wanted, 
leaving the boy waiting for her in the 
store. She came back in time to see them 
raising the boy from the ground. 

It is supposed the child was struck by a 
transit company car, but no witness has 
been found to substantiate the theory. 


Notwithstanding it was 6 o'clock in the 
evening and the neighborhood a busy one, 
no one noticed the boy until his screams 
attracted the attention of the neighborhood.

No Specific Recommendation as te Future Government of the Philippines; War 
Taxes Should Be Redueed $30,000,000; Slight Reference to Cuba and 
Porto Rico; Ship Subsidy and Army Increase Recommended. 


MESSAGE. 


Summary of the Important Questions Reviewed and Recommendations on the 


Philippines, the Army, Cuba, Porto Rico and War Taxation. 


THE PHILIPPINES.—The Philippine 
question is declared settled, except for 
guerilla operations, which only’ time 
can suppress. The President's instruc- 
tions to the Philippine commissioners 


are quoted as his viesvys on government 
for the Island. After quoting his in- 
structions to the commissioners at 
Manila, the President says: 

In my last annual nmressage I dwelt 
at some length upon the condition of 
affairs in the Philippines. While seek- 
ing to impress upon you that the grave 
responsibility of the future govern- 
ment of those islands rests with the 
Congress of the United States, I ab- 
stained from recommending, at. that 
time, a specific and final form of gov- 
ernment for the territory actually held 
by the United States forces, and as 
long as insurrection continues the mil- 
tary arm must necessarily be supreme. 
I stated my purpose, until the Congress 
shall have made known the formal 
expression of its Sill, to use the autho- 
rity vested in me by the constitution 
and the statutes to uphold the sover- 
eignty of the United States in those 
distant islands, as in all other places 
where our flag rightfully floats, placing, 
to that end, at the disposal of the 
army and navy, all the means which 
the liberality of the Congress, and the 
people have prov'ded. No contrary ex- 
pression of the will of the Congress hav- 
ing been made, I have steadfastly pur- 
sued the purpose so declared, employ- 
ing the civil arm as well toward the 
accomplishment of pacification and the 
institution of local governments within 
the lines of authority and law. 

Later reports from the commission 
show vet more encouraging advance to- 
ward insuring the, benefits of liberty and 
good government to the Filipinos, in 
the interest of humanity and with the 
aim of building up an enduring, self- 
supporting, and self-administering com- 
munity in those far eastern seas. 
would impress upon the congress that 
whatever legislation may be enacted in 
respect to the Philippine Islands should 
be along these generous lines. The for- 
tune of war has thrown upon this na- 
iion an unsought trust which should be 
unselfishly discharged, and devolved up- 
on this government a moral, as well as 
a material responsibility toward these 
millions whem we have freed from ean 
oppressive yoke. [ have upon another 
occasion called the Filipinos “the wards 
of the nation.’ Our obligation as guar- 
dian was not lightly assumed; it. must 
not be otherwise than honestly fulfilled, 
alming first of all to benefit those who 
have come under our fostering care. It 
is our duty so to treat them that our 


flag may be no less beloved in the moun- 
tains of [Luzon and the fertile zones of 
Mindanao and Negros than it is at 
home, that there as here, it shall be 
the revered symbol of liberty, enlighten- 
ment and progress in every avenue of 
development. | 


SUBSIDY FOR SHIPS.—The Presi- 
dent urges aid in the shape of a sub- 
sidy to promote American shipping, on 


the ground that but 9 per cent is now 
carried on American vessels. 


REDUCTION OF WAR TAX.—I rec- 
ommend that the Congress at its pres- 
ent session reduce the internal revenue 
taxes imposed to meet the expenses of 
the war with Spain in the sum of $30,- 
000,000. This reduction should be secured 
by the remission of those taxes which 
experience has shown to be the most 
eo to the industries of the peo- 
1e,. 

I specially urge that there be included 
in whatever reduction is made the leg- 
acy tax, bequests for public uses of a lit- 
SeOeF: educational or charitable charac- 
er. 


THE ARMY—Congress is asked to pro- 
vide for an army of from 50,000 to 60,000 
to replace the volunteers. ‘ 


TRUSTS— In my last annual message 
to the Congress I called attention to 
the necessity for early action to remedy 


such evils as might be found to exist 
in connection with eombinations of capi- 
tal organized into trusts, and again in- 
vite attention to my discussion of the 
subject at that time, which concluded 
with these words: 

It is apparent that uniformity of leg- 
islation upon this subject in the several 
states is much to be desired. It is to 
be hoped that such uniformity, found- 
ed in a wise and just discrimination 
between what is injurious and what is 
useful and necessary in business oper- 
ations, may be obtained, and that means 
may be found for the Congress, within 
the limitations of its constitutional pow- 
er, 80 to supplement an effective code 
of state legislation as to make a com- 

lete system of laws throughout the 

Inited States adequate to compel a gan- 
eral observance of the salutary rules 
to which I have referred.

On June 30, 1900, there 
were 37 forest reserves, created by presi- 
dential proclamations under section 24 of 
the act of March 3, 1891, embracing an area 
of 46,425,529 acres. 

During the past year the Olympic re- 
serve, in the state of Washington, was re- 
duced 265,040 acres, leaving its present area 
at 1,923,840 acres. The Prescott reserve in 
Arizona was increased from 10,240 acres to 
23,680 acres, and the Big Horn reserve, in 
\y yoming, was increased from 1,127,690 acres 
to 1,180,800 acres. A new reserve, the San- 
ta Ynez, in California, embracing an area 
of 145,000 acres, was created during this 
year. On Oct. 10, 1900, the Crow Creek for- 
est reserve, in Wyoming, was created, 
with an area of 56,320 acres.

The cable from the United States Consul at Lourenzo Mar- 
ques to the Secretary of State, published in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch of the 2d, is the response to the offer made through 
the New York World and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch of 
American land to the homeless Boers. 

Mr. Hollis wires that nearly 1000 of these people, men, wom- 
en and children, are ready to come to this country; and no 
doubt many others will follow. 

They will all be welcome. There is no better blood in the 
world and no more desirable immigrants could be found. 
They are sturdy, strong, law-abiding people, who will fit in 
well with the kindred stock of American Anglo-Saxons. 

This addition to the brain and heart of American life is the 
result of the efforts of the World and Post-Dispatch, through 
whose columns the invitation of several Governors was com- 
municated to the Boers. It is another example of what may 
be accomplished for the general good by an energetic and in- 
telligent newspaper.

FRESH FACTS FROM GLASGOW. 


Glasgow, Scotland continues to be the model of a well-man- 
aged city 

Mr. William Bilsland, chairman of the parks ‘commfttée of 
that’city, nOw in this country, has given some fresh facts to 
the press. ‘ 

A startling and interesting development is the municipal 
ownership of tenements. A few years ago the city obtained 
permission from pariiament to condemn certain tenement 
houses as unsanitary. The buildings were demolished and 
the owners refused to rebuild. The municipality then bought 
the ground at a valuation fixed by arbitrators and put up 13876 
model tenements housing 6000 persons. The power to con- 
demn buildings as unsanitary is still retained and more work 
of the same sort is contemplated. 

Every public monopoly is owned by the city. So successful 
has public management of street railways been that rates 
have been fixed at 1% cents a mile which is considerably be- 
low the rate in St. Louis. 

The Glasgow policy is to municipalize everything which is 
of public interest as distinguished from merely private busi- 
ness. The experiment is worth watching.

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WEYLERISM IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Gen. Samuel Pearson of the Boer army, who is now in New 
York, has given out the notice issued by Gen. Roberts con- 
e@erning the future conduct of the war. 

Tt is as follows: “First, the farm nearest the scene of any 
attempt to injure the railroad line or wreck a train (that is, 
break British communication) is to be burnt, and that all 
farme within a radius of 10 miles are to be completely cleared 
of their stock, supplies, etc.” Second, “that all/- women and 
children of Boers in arms against Britain who may be living 
in towns occupied by the British army will be expelled from 
those towns and compelled to seek protection where they 
may.” 

Very naturally Gen. Botha protested against this order as 
unprecedented. “Since it is the first instance of this kind 
known in civilized warfare,” he wrote to Gen. Roberts, ‘“‘noth- 
ing elee remains for me to do but to protest against your 
proposed intentions, it being against the principles of olv- 
{lized warfare and extremely cruel to women and children.” 

Nevertheless the order will probably stand and be enforced. 
When a war of conquest is undertaken against a people whose 
spirit is unconquerable it is pretty sure to degenerate into 
barbarity.

There is a belief among the sym- 
pathizers with the great ere ed rae that 
it is much abused by criticism of its rough- 
néss. We are told that it is not a dafigerous 
game under proper conditions and that if 
men are sent from the football field to the 
hospital. dying or suffering, it is as a re- 
suit of their own carelessness. 

While there is truth in this, and, as a 
matter of fact nearly all of this season’s 
injuries resulted from _ inexperience and 
want of training, there is occasion for criti- 
cism. 

Directly or indirectly, football is respon- 
sible for deaths. The dead men are gone 
and living ones have a habit of going, year 
after year. It is not & rough game, if played 
properly; still they die. 

There is but one inference to be drawn 
—that the game is not properly 
played. If it can be conducted without fa- 
talities, it is certainly criminal to permit 
it to pursue its juggernaut career uncon- 
trolled, crushing out lives for the want of 
supervision. 

If the exponents of this gentle pastime 
wish to see it relieved from censure, they 
should take steps to insure its harmless- 
ness. People are willing to make aliow- 
ances. Every intelligent being will under- 
stand that accidents will happen in any 
sport. A considerable latitude even would be 
allowed in the matter of the Rugby ganie, 
in view of its many admirable, and inter- 
esting phases. But civilized beings cannot 
ae expected to look unmoved upon trage- 

es. 

It is only fair for the public to demand 
what the players say can be accomplished; 
namely, the elimination of the fatalities. It 
is a plain proposition: if the game is not 
a dangerous one, then-it should not have 
serious results. If it is green men who are 
injured, captains should be compelled to 
keep them out of active scrimmages unti! 
they have become seasoned. If it is inex- 
porns that breeds: droken bodies, then 
nexperience should be firmly retired from 
the field. oi ; : 

It is Wardly likely that anything will Be 
done in the matter. The game will continue 
to wear the same gladiatorial aspect that 
has characterized it in the past. Perhaps 
it is that feature which has popularized 
the sport with the spéctators. 

Some day, however, a too violent trans- 
gression of civilized endurance will bring 
about the necessary interference in favor 
of safety.

TWO YEARS’ WORK IN VAIN 


Paris Police Say the Plot Was One of 
Remarkably Intricate Ingenuity 
—Treasures Stored There 
Finest Collection in 
thé World.

PARIS, Dec. 3.—The vaults at the Cathe- 
dral of Notre Dame, made famous by Vic- 
tor Hugo’s book, came near being looted 
last night dGespite extraordinary precau- 
tions always taken to safeguard the enor- 
mous treasures amassed for centuries. 

The enterprise only failed through the 
merest accident. The plot amazed the po- 
lice by its remarkably intricate ingenuity, 
and must have been the work of a genius 
in the burglar line. It must have taken a 
minimum of two years’ careful preparation 
and required the collaboration of a dozen 
cool and experienced thieves. The police 
refuse details which it would be dangerous 
to make public on account of their possi- 
ble application elsewhere. 

The treasure in the vaults is said to be 
the richest in the world, containing, as it 
does, gifts of kings and queens preciously 
mounted, relics, historical vestments orna- 
mented with precious stones, ritual vases, 
etc. The richest are only gy shown to 
visitors on certain days of the week, and 
have long tempted robbers. 

There exists a book entitled ‘Historical 
Attempts Upon the Notre Dame _ Treas- 
ures.’ It is dated 190, and contains ac- 
counts of 42 unsuccessful and five rtly 
successful attempts, including Robesplerre’s 
seizure during the revolution. Sixteen guar- 
dians have fist their lives aefending the 
vaults from early days to the present. 


HAS A DUAL SET OF OFFICERS. 


Iowa’s New Election Law Brings 


About Many Complications. 

DES MOINES, Io., Dec. 3.—The_ biennial- 
election law, which carried at the recent 
election in Iowa, seems likely to have an 
effect not contemplated by its framers. A 


law was passed by the last Legislature, with 
the purpose of making elections biennial, 
To accomplish this it was necessary that 
state, county and township officers, some 
of whose terms expire each year, should be 
continued for one year. It was decided that 
all whose terms expired in 1901 should be 
extended for one year. 

It was supposed that this would apply to 
Gov. Shaw and members of the slature, 
As a matter of fact, howgrer, the terms 
of these officers expire in J@hnuary, 1902. Of- 
ficers whose terms do expire in January, 
1901, are secretary of state, treasurer, audi- 
tor and attorney-general. Successors to all 
of these officers were elected this fall. If 
the law is interpreted literally none of these 
men can take their offices for one yedr. 

The fact was discovered by the county 
recorder of Madison County, who wrote to 
Attorney-General Remiey, inquiring wheth- 
er he could hold office for another year. At- 
torney-General Remiley is of the opinion 
that the law will be interpreted according 
to its spirit. 

The matter may come before the Supreme 
Court, however, which may py ety it lit- 
erally. If this is done none of the officers 
elected this year can be installed for one 
year. It is probable, in such that all 
of the state officers affected wo resign, 
and Gov. Shaw would appoint as their suc- 
cessors the men é¢lected this fall. The law 
is likely to result in many complications 
ia county «fices.

Real Work of the Session Begins 
Thursday With the Reading of 
the Queen’s Formal 
Address. 


LONDON, Dec. 3.—The opening of the 
fnitial session of the fifteenth Parliament 
of Queen Victoria occurred at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. It was a formal affair and of 
little public interest. A small crowd assem- 
bled to see the beef-eaters, who carried out 
the usual search for possible conspirators 
in the vaults beneath the houses of Par- 
liament, with the customary ceremonial, 
and with the customary results. There was 
likewise the usual competition of zealous 
members of Parliament to be first on the 
goene and J. C. McDona, Conservative, 
member forthe kKotherithe§ division ot 
Southwark, easily secured the choice ol 
seats, wove ers 4 in the House at midnight. 

Although the only business before the 
House was the election of a speaker, the 
attendance of members was good, in spite 
of the absence of the Irish members. Mr. 
Balfour, the government leader of the 
House, and first lord of the treasury, and 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, the secretary of 
state for the colonies, arrived promptly ut 
2 o'clock and were cordially welcomed by 
their supporters. Sir William Vernon Har- 
court and Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, 
the Liberal leader in the House, were sim- 
jlarly greeted from the opposition benches. 

Gen. Sir Michael Biddulph, the gentliec- 
man usher of the Black Rod, appeared a 
few minutes later and summoned the mecem- 
bers to the upper house to hear the read- 
ing of the Queen's commission directing the 
election of a speaker. There was nv oppo- 
sition to the re-election of William Court 
Guily for a third term. Congratulatory 
speeches followed. 

Tuesday and Wednesday will be mainly 
devoted to swearing in members. The real 
work of the session will begin Thursd:y 
with the reading of the Queen's speecn and 
the debates on the reply to the address 
from the throne in both houses.

IN “A LADY 


“All on Account of Eliza” Pleases at 
the Century—Openings at the 
Other Play Houses. 


Eugenie Blair did well when she decided 
to go starring, instead of playing leading 
lady for Robert Downing; for she is a star, 
and one of too great magnitude to be play- 
ing at popular prices—which, by the way, 
I understand has only occurred in one other 
city besides St. Louis. 

As Clorinda Wildars in ‘The Lady of 
Quality’ she gave an impersonation at the 
Grand yesterday that in the last three acts 


equaled if not surpassed similar efforts on 
the part of Julia Arthur, whose name is 
so closely linked with the part. 

In the two first acts she seemed some- 
what too mature, albeit in the fencing bout 
she gave an exhibition with the foils that 
showed her to excellent advantage as the 
tomboy she was. In the rose garden it 
seemed to me she too quickly cast aside the 
girl and became the woman. 

Physically Miss Blair is admirably suited 
to the part and when she lays Sir John Ox- 
on at her feet with the famous blow from 
her riding whip, no one was surprised to 
know that he was dead. She was also 
strong in other emotional parts. 

But the great strength of Miss Blair's 
work is her ability as an elocutionist. She 
has a voice of wonderful depth and flex!- 
bility, and she uses it well. She reads her 
lines, too, in a manner well-nigh devoid of 
criticism and every word seems to have 
been carefully weighed. If she ever cared 
to give it full scope I think she could in 
reality raise the roof. But this is what 
she is always careful not to do, and the 
feeling of reserve force was ever present. 

I think she has the Julia Arthur scenery, 
but lam not certain. It looks like it. : 

Miss ,3lair is also fortunate in the selec- 
tion of her company. With one or two ex- 
ceptions it is strong. James Carew was a 
forceful. Sir John Oxon and Edmond Mul- 
kay made a good Sir Humphrey Ware. 
Charles F. Keane as Sir Christopher Wil- 
dair did a good piece of character work in 
the first act, and C. Harry Robertson was 
satisfying as Duke of Osmonde. 

The audiences were as cold as the house, 
which by the way had a lamentable lack of 
steam.

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SHOP TO RETIRE 


MOST REV. FR. FEEHAN OF THE 
CHICAGO DIOCESE GROWS OLD. 


HIS COADJUTOR SELECTED 


It Is Believed That the Honor Will 
Fa]l to Fr. P. J. Muldoon, Who Is 
Now in Europe. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—~The Most Rev. Pat- 
rick A, Feehan, bishop of the ‘Roman 
Catholic archdlocese of Chicago since Sept. 
10, 1890, will retire from the active manage- 
ment of his office at the close of the pres- 
ent year. Early in January a coadjutor 
bishop, with the right of succession, will 
be consecrated and will relleve the present 
incumbent of the burdens of ecclesiastical 
duty. It is accepted as true that the Rev. 
Father P. J. Muldoon tis the priest upon 
whom the new honor will be bestowed. 

Archbishop Feehan is 71 years old, and 
while in good health, considering his ege, 
is not able alone to conduct the ecclesias- 
tical and business affairs of the large arch- 
diocese under his care. In recognition of 
this condition, the Rev. Father Alexander 
McGavick was made auxiliary bishop, with- 
out the right of succession. 

Ill health impaired the new prelate’s 
usefulness, and finding that satisfactory 
relief was not in Sight, he resigned last 
May and his resignation was accepted by 
the pope. ; 

It was then decided to appoint a co- 
adjutor bishop. The selection was made. 
The appointment is in the hands of Arch- 
bishop Feehan now. Father Muldoon, the 
credited appointee, will return from Eu- 
rope about Dec. 20, and after the elabo- 
rate services incident to the Christmas sea- 
son are over the new coadjutor will be 
consecrated. The date will He between 
Jan. 1 and 16. 

Andrew J. Ryan, counsel for the arch- 
diocese, last night declined to state whether 
the generally aceepted belief that Father 
Muldoon has been appointed coadjutor 
bishop is true.

M’KINLEY’S ELECTION DID IT 


So Says Col. Young, Who Also Says 
Rigid Enforcement cf War Meas- 
ures May Have Helped. 


MANILA, Dec. 2.—Sunday in Vigan was 4 
great day for the American cause. Twen- 
ty-two hundred natives of the region, near- 
ly all fighting rebels, crowded the church 
and took the oath of allegiance to the 
IInited States. The oath was administered 
by the priest. All but 500 of those sworn 
were bolomen. The number included the 
1200. bolomen who-had previously surren- 
dered. 

The proceedings in the church occupied 
the entire day, and concluded with an ad- 
dress by Gen. Young and an exhortation by 
the priest. Scarcely any rebels remain in 
the vicinity of Santa Maria. 

Gen. Young attributes this fact to three 
causes—the re-election of President McKin- 


jey, the arrival of a Stronger body of troops, 
and the especially rigid enforcement of war 
rr.easures, and the‘: deportation of prisoners 
to Manila. He reports that it is necessary 
to occupy all the. barriers in order to pro- 
tect natives from the vengeance of the Ta- 
galog raiders.
